This is undoubtedly the greatest of the three quartets composed by 
Tchaikovsky. It was written in memory of his very dear friend, 
Ferdinand Laub, the celebrated violinist who for many years led the 
Moscow String Quartet. 

The melancholy character of Tchaikovsky’s music is nowhere better 
exemplified than in the first and third movements of this composition, 
and the Andante funebre gives one a vivid picture of the Russian 
Orthodox Church service. Interspersed in this service, with its chanting 
by the priest, are wonderful lyric themes, which convey an impression 
of utter despair and sorrow. 

A wistful bit of gaiety is heard in the Scherzo and the last movement 
makes use of two lively Ukrainian and Russian Folk Tunes, affording 
a welcome and perhaps necessary relief from the gloom and hopeless 
misery expressed in the other two movements.
